Please amend claims 1-10, 14. 16. and 19 as follows: 


1 . A method for the treatment of textile piece goods in rope fomi or tubular form with a textile treatment 
agent (T) by an exhaust process from aqueous liquor under conditions which would otherwise in the 
textile substrate favour the fonnation of transport folds and/or the occurrence of friction in or on the 
substrate comprising the steps of: 

providing textile piece goods; and 

applying (Pa) watCT<lispersj ble or colloidall yjoluble polyamide s which contain hydrophilic 
polyalkylene glycol ether chains in the skeletal structure as wet-acting lubricants. 

2. A method for the treatment of textile piece goods in rope forai or tubular fomi with a textile treatment 
agent (T) by an exhaust process from aqueous liquor under conditions which would otherwise in the 
textile substiate favour the formation of transport folds and/or the occurrence of friction in or on the 
substrate according to Claim 1. characterised in that (P^) is a polyamide made from difiinctional 
compounds (D), and optionally monofunctional compounds (E) which are suitable for the end
